Discussing  Numismatic  Correspondence  Courses 

Where  are  the  world  coin  collectors? 

Several  years  ago,  a group  of  numismatic  authors  (I  seem  to  think  that 
Maurice  Gould  and  Thomas  Becket  were  involved)  attempted  to  establish 
some  type  of  numismatic  study  course  that  would  lead  to  a certification 
as  a "numismatist".  Apparently,  after  an  initial  flurry  of  advertising 
it  died  out.  If  I recall  correctly,  they  were  to  issue  a series  of 
texts  and  accompanying  slides.  The  concept,  however,  is  alive  and 
well  with  the  American  Numismatic  Association's  (ANA)  correspondence 
courses . 

The  ANA's  initial  course,  "Young  Numismatist  Correspondence  Course"  pro 
vided  a very  basic  introduction  to  many  phases  of  our  hobby.  This 
introductory  course  must  have  been  successful  because  now  the  ANA  has 
released  a more  advanced  course  for  those  who  completed  the  initial  one, 
or  for  those  who  might  be  a little  more  advanced  to  begin  with.  This  is 
if  only  collectors  of  US  materials  are  to  be  schooled  in  numismatics. 

Having  just  read  through  the  ANA's  Intermediate  Numismatic  Correspond- 
ence  Course , I can't  help  wondering  what  world  coin  collectors  can  do 
to  improve  and  learn  about  their  portion  of  numismatics?  I understand 
that  the  course  was  designed  for  the  young,  or  beginning,  collector; 
but,  if  you  read  the  ANA's  own  statistics,  most  of  the  enrollees  are 
not  juniors.  And  what  if  you,  as  a junior  collector  are  not  attracted 
to  US  coins,  currency  or  tokens  for  one  reason  or  another?  Do  you 
despair  and  ignore  the  correspondence  course?  You  need  not.  A course 
such  as  this  should  be  part  of  your  overall  educational  process  in  be- 
coming a numismatist. 

But  what  does  bother  me  is  that  the  weakest  chapters  are  those  that 
purport  to  inform  about  collecting  modern  foreign  coins  and  medals. 
These  should  be  better  titled  "record  keeping"  or  "housing  your  col- 
lection". Quite  a dissappointment  from  the  two  authors  who  should 
know  better.  The  most  confusing  chapter  is  on  ancient  Greek  and  Roman 
coinage.  Here  the  author  rattles  off  so  many  Roman  Emperors  that  a 
scorecard  would  have  served  the  purpose  and  saved  paper. 

One  of  the  improvements  over  the  earlier  Young  Numismatist  Correspond- 
ence Course  is  the  inclusion  of  selected  bibliographies  for  many  chap- 
ters. The  most  significant  improvement,  from  my  point  of  view,  is  that 
most  of  the  current  course  does  not  talk  down  to  the  student  as  I felt 
the  first  course  did  (see  the  chapter  on  taxes!). 

After  reading  the  course  (I'm  too  cheap  to  take  it  for  a certificate), 

I really  don't  understand  why  the  ANA  had  to  go  through  so  much  effort. 
It  would  seem  to  me  that  for  the  same  price  they  could  have  issued  any 
of  several  ANA  reprints  or  books  that  have  appeared  in  recent  years. 
(Such  as  Doty's  Coins  of  the  World,  Frey's  Numismatic  Terms,  Becker's 
Coin  Makers,  or  Shafers  Let's  Collect  Paper  Money  which  they  excerpted 
as  a chapter  anyway.)  The  same  types  of  questions  could  have  been 
prepared  while  supplying  the  junior  with  additions  to  his  library 
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which  probably  already  include  all  the  Red  Books  needed.  It  is  inter- 
esting that  only  one  author  presupposes  that  the  student  would  have 
access  to  a book  (Abe  Kosoff,  l)S  Patterns,  Experimental  and  Trial  Pieces). 


But  there  are  many  fascinating  aspects  of  the  hobby  that  are  notably 
missing:  where  are  the  odd,  curious  and  primitive;  where  are  the 

interesting  and  mysterious  coins  of  Asia,  the  Mideast  and  Africa;  and 
the  growing  areas  of  financial  paper?  Are  these  waiting  for  the  "ad- 
vanced"  course? 


My  only  other  negative  comment  is  that  there  are  not  enough  illustrations 
for  most  of  the  chapters.  The  sub-chapter  on  Lincoln  cent  errors  con- 
ains  more  of  a discussion  on  minting  procedures  which  I would  think, 
would  be  applicable  to  any  coin,  and  could  have  used  some  of  Mort  Reed's 
fine  art  work. 

Maybe  I have  taken  too  many  courses  over  the  years. 

There  are  other  nits  I could  pick,  but  overall  this  is  an  interesting 
course  and  does  have  a lot  of  good  information. 

Now  NI!  What  are  you  going  to  do  for  world  coin  collectors?

Clove  Counterstamps  on  Maria  Theresa  Talers  and  India  Rupees 

As  a collector  of  coins  of  Zanzibar,  I have  noticed  with  concern  the 
large  amount  of  coins  recently  in  market  wh i ch  are  termed  as  coins  of 
"Pemba”.  Usually  these  coins  are  Maria  Theresa  Talers  or  India  Rupees 
"counterstamped"  with  a clove  mark.  The  date  attributed  to  these 
countermarks  are  various  depending  in  the  date  of  the  coin. 


I wonder  whether  these  counterstamped  coins  are  genuine.  Coins  of 
India  were  legal  tender  in  Zanzibar  and  Pemba.  Also  Marla  Theresa 
talers  was  a coin  accepted  in  trade.  In  fact  all  coins  were  accepted 
by  traders  in  Zanzibar  and  Mombasa  at  face  value  as  the  silver  and 
gold  content  of  the  coins  was  the  value  of  the  coin  (see  NI  BULLETIN , 
December  1973,  Vol.  7,  No.  12,  pp301-306) . So,  what  was  the  need  for 
counterstamping? 


I wonder  if  the  counterstamped  coins  are  recent  and  someone  is  trying 
to  cash  in  on  them.  Indian  Rupees  are  catalogued  at  $7-8  while  the 
counterstamped  issues  are  sold  at  $50-75. 


The  clove  industry  in  Zanzibar  was  not  that  strong  in  1862.  So,  why 
the  clove  mark? 

Any  discussion  and  letters  will  be  welcomed.

This  exhibit  at  the  Ashmolean  Museum  at  Oxford  was  one  of  the  finest 
and  most  fascinating  that  I have  ever  seen  and  was  viewed  during  my 
visit  there  in  September  1978.  This  article  does  not  really  do  it 
justice  because  the  Museum  itself  had  such  superb  specimens  of  each 
coin  and  its  descendents,  or  history,  to  portray  that  history.  I hope 
there  are  no  errors.  Apart  from  some  catalogs,  my  chief  reference, 
beside  notes,  was  Albert  Frey's  Biotionary  of  Numismatic  Names. 

It  is  my  hope  that  this  will  provide  the  average  coin  collector  with 
a wide  range  of  information,  written  and  illustrated,  in  a short  space.

The  gold  coin  struck  in  1470  by  Edward  IV,  the  design  on  the  reverse 
being  St.  Michael.  Actually  it  replaced  the  old  noble  but  was  not 
coined  after  1634.  There  was  an  "angelet",  or  1/2  angel.  There  was 
also  the  French  "Ange  d'  or"  which  had  a crowned  angel  on  the  reverse.

This  was  the  solidus  of  Constantine  the  Great,  72  being  minted  to  the 
pound.  The  Greek  name  was  NOMISMA.  The  coin  maintained  its  full 
weight  throughout  the  history  of  the  Eastern  Empire.  Divisions  of  it, 
1/2  and  1/3,  were  current  in  Europe  later.  Its  name  BESANT  (Byzant) 
was  given  because  it  came  from  Byzantium.  It  was  an  international 
currency,  just  as  the  silver  "Owl"  of  Athens  centuries  earlier.

The  foreign  name  for  Chinese  coins  with  which  most  collectors  are 
familiar  as  having  a '‘square  hole"  in  the  center.  Actually  the  term 
was  derived  from  the  Portuguese  "caixa",  from  Telugu  and  Kanarese 
(India)  "Kasu",  or  Tamil  "Kas".  The  Chinese  design  remained  the  same 
for  around  2000  years;  it  was  usually  cast  until  1895.  In  India, 
originally,  it  was  a very  small  copper  coin.

The  crown  began  life  as  an  English  gold  coin  of  5/-  minted  in  1526  of 
22  carat  fine  gold.  By  the  time  of  Elizabeth  it  had  become  worth  only 
3/-4  (again  inflation)  and  was  discontinued  in  1601  (James  VI  & I). 

The  silver  crown  made  its  appearance  first  in  1551  and  was  worth  5/-. 

A double  crown  appeared  later  in  the  reign  of  James  I (England)  and 
VI  (Scotland) .

the  "fiorini  d ’argento", struck  also,  its  value  1/10  of  the  gold  (i.e. 
reminiscent  of  the  aureus  of  Roman  times).  The  English  silver  florin 
with  which  many  are  accustomed  today,  was  not  minted  until  1848  (2/-) 
when  it  was  issued  to  promote  the  idea  of  a decimal  currency.  The 
first  issue  omitted  the  "D.G."  and  the  coin  became  known  as  the  "God- 
less Florin".  It  was  a coin  widely  used  in  Cyprus  until  the  18  pias- 
tres replaced  it  in  1901.  It  began  to  be  used  in  Australia  in  1910. 
Interestingly  enough,  with  the  introduction  of  a complete  decimal 
system  in  the  British  coinage,  it  was  replaced  by  the  10  New  Pence 
piece,  though  it  was  common  in  circulation  in  the  summer  of  1978.

The  French  Revolution  creat- 
ed a gold  coin  with  "Franc"  stamped 
on  it  (1803) . It  was  divided  into 
100  centimes.  It  was  adopted  in

A gold  franc  was  struck  in  Sweden  and  Hungary  to  harmonize  with  the 
French  decimal  system,  but  it  did  not  work.  There  has  been  a vari- 
ation of  names  (and)  spellings  in  some  other  countries,  i.e.  "Frank".

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GUINEA 


An  English  gold  coin,  originally 
20/-  as  struck  in  1663.  It  was 
so  called  because  it  was  made  from 
gold  from  Guinea  in  Africa.  At 
first  there  were  also  5 and  2 
guinea  pieces.  The  guineas  value 
in  the  number  of  shillings  has 
varied  a number  of  times  from 
£1:8:0  under  William  III  to  217- 
in  1717,  and  that  until  it  was 
abolished.  (It  was  replaced  in  1817  by  the  sovereign.)  The  "Spade 
Guinea"  of  George  III,  minted  1787-99  was  so  called  because  it  had  a 
"shovel  shaped  shield"  on  the  reverse. 

I remember  the  term  still  being  in  use  before  World  War  II;  in  expens- 
ive good  quality  stores,  things  like  dresses,  fur  coats  (in  London, 
anyway)  were  often  priced  in  guineas  and  I am  not  at  all  sure  that  I 
did  not  see  the  term  in  occasional  use  when  I was  in  England  in  the 
fall  of  1978.

NOBLE: 


An  English  gold  coin  of 
1344,  the  successor  to 
the  florin.  It  had  a 
value  of  6 / — 8 and  was 
also  struck  in  fraction- 
al parts.  The  prominent 
feature  of  the  coins  was 
a large  ship  with  the 
king  holding  a sword  and 
shield  on  the  obverse. 

It  was  gradually  re- 
duced until  Edward  IV 
restored  the  weight  in 
1465,  but  made  it  equal 
10/-.  There  was  a rose  on  the  reverse,  hence  it  was  called  the  "Rose 
Noble";  this  was  corrupted  to  "royal"  and  hence  "ryal".  The  coin  was 
adopted  in  the  Low  Countries  (very  extensive  trade  relations,  particu- 
larly wool  during  this  period).  It  was  also  the  name  of  a Scottish 
gold  coin.  (In  the  reign  of  Edward  IV  there  are  "Noble  Angels",  because 
the  sale  value  was  the  same  as  the  old  value  of  6 / — 8 . )

(Rupih,  Roupie)  a silver  coin  in  the  reign  of  SherShah,  946-52  A.H. 
from  a Sanscrit  word,  "Rupa",  cattle.  Charles  II  of  England  author- 
ized the  Bombay  mint  to  strike  rupees  - to  be  current  in  all  depend- 
encies of  the  East  India  Company.  The  silver  standard  lasted  until 
1899  when  it  was  replaced  by  the  gold  standard,  the  "Sovereign".  The 
rupee  was  then  16d  (1/-4) . It  is  found  as  Rupi  (Persia) , Rupia  (Goa 
and  Diu)  and  Rupie  (German  East  Africa).

Another  British  coin  with  a long  and 
fascinating  history.  Of  gold,  at  a 
value  of  20/-  it  was  first  struck  in 
1489  at  twice  the  weight  and  value 
of  the  Rose  Noble,  and  was  often 
called  the  "Double  Ryal".  It  was 
made  of  very  pure  gold  having  only 
a 1/2  grain  of  alloy.  Inevitably 
it  was  subsequently  debased  and  re- 
valued. The  pound  sovereign  of 
James  I (England)  was  set  at  30/-. 

The  sovereign  then  ceased,  to  be 
replaced  by  a coin  called  "unite"  so 
called  for  the  Union  of  Scotland 
and  England  under  James  VI  & I . 

The  modern  20/-  coin  was  first  struck 
in  1817  and  had  the  familiar  design  of  St.  George  and  the  Dragon.  A 
double  sovereign  was  struck  1823-26  and  a five  sovereign  piece  in  1887. 
It  became  the  standard  gold  piece  of  India  in  1899  and  equalled  15  R. 

It  is  still  used,  though  unofficially,  in  the  Near  East  and  huge 
quantities  were  minted  in  both  World  Wars  for  use  in  that  part  of  the 
world.  We  seldom  saw  it  in  England  when  I was  a child  - and  never 
after  Europe  went  off  the  gold  standard  in  the  Depression.  But  I

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remember  that  my  grandfather  always  brought  back  from  South  Africa 
each  year  a bag  of  sovereigns,  and  half-sovereigns,  which  he  used  to 
give  us  for  birthdays  and  the  like.

It  is  recogniz- 
able as  having  Mars  on  the  obverse  and  the  prow  of  a galley  on  the 
reverse .

Question:  What  is  a "turner"? 

Answer:  This  was  a Scottish  coin  made  of  billon.  It  is  one  of  the 

many  corruptions  of  the  French  "tournois"  (see  Turney,  in 
Ireland).  It  was  worth  2 pence  and  was  first  issued  (1614) 
when  James  the  VI  of  Scotland  became  I of  England.  The 
turners  of  Charles  II  were  so  frequently  counterfeited  (and 
still  turn  up)  that  in  1661  a proclamation  was  issued  against 
them.

A listing  of  the  selling  rates  for  banknotes  of  all  170  countries  and 
monetary  authorities  currently  issuing  banknotes  in  terms  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  dollar  is  presented  in  Table  I.  Valuations  not  shown  in 
brackets  are  taken  from  a printed  leaflet  dated  October  12,  1979  and 
issued  periodically  by  wholesale  banknote  dealing  firm  Manfra  , Tor- 
della  & Brookes,  Inc.  of  New  York;  those  in  brackets  are  rough  or 
indication  rates  quoted  from  a letter  from  the  same  firm. 

Lesotho  and  Transkei  , both  within  the  geographic  boundary  of  the  Repub- 
lic of  South  Africa,  are  planning  to  issue  their  own  banknotes  at  par 
with  the  South  African  rand  in  the  near  future.  Zimbabwe-Rhodesia 
will  soon  replace  the  title  Rhodesia  op  that  country's  banknotes. 

Table  I is  particularly  useful  to  collectors  of  current  banknotes  of 
the  world  as  exchange  rates  for  many  of  the  smaller  banknote-issuing 
countries  are  not  generally  quoted  in  printed  listings  available  to 
the  general  public.  This  table  is  also  a useful  check-list  for  col- 
lectors desiring  to  form  a collection  of  one  or  more  banknotes  from 
each  country  or  monetary  authority  currently  issuing  paper  money. 
Afterwards  the  collector  can  try  to  obtain  banknotes  from  countries 
that  no  longer  exist  such  as  Biafra,  Croatia  or  Danzig;  countries 
that  have  changed  their  names  as  for  example  British  Honduras  (now 
Belize)  or  Southern  Rhodesia  (now  Zimbabwe-Rhodesia);  and  countries 
that  are  now  part  of  a larger  political  banknote-issuing  unit  such  as 
Sarawak,  Sabah,  Timor,  British  North  Borneo  or  Curasao. 

Collectors  should  note  that  Benin  (B) , Ivory  Coast  (A) , Niger  (H) , 
Senegal  (K)  , Togo  (T)  and  Upper  Volta  (C)  use  a common  series  of 
paper  money  issued  by  Banque  Central  des  Etats  de  l'Afrique  de  l'Ouest 
(Central  Bank  of  West  African  States) . The  banknotes  for  each  member 
country  differ  only  by  a prefix  letter  (listed  above  in  brackets 
after  each  country)  in  the  upper  right  and  lower  left  corners. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  value  one  receives  from  any  bank  or  dealer 
that  purchases  foreign  banknotes  is  less  than  the  same  firm's  selling 
rate  and  depends  on  a number  of  factors:  supply  and  demand,  stability 

of  currency,  and  ease  of  convertibility  being  some  of  the  more  import- 
ant .

Answer:  This  was  a coin  of  ancient  Greece  and,  like  the  drachm  and 

the  Roman  denarius,  it  was  copied  in  many  places.  Normally 
it  was  divided  into  sixths  (Hecte) , but  in  one  country, 

Ionia,  there  was  even  1/64,  a tiny  coin  of  electrum. 

It  was  also  a silver  coin  and  perhaps  these  are  more  familiar 
to  collectors  and  non-collectors  alike.  However,  they  varied 
in  weight  depending  on  the  city  from  which  they  came.  In 
India  there  were  even  copper  staters  in  the  post  Kushan 
period.  Silver  (debased)  Celtic  staters  are  found  in  the 
Channel  Isles  and  there  have  been  several  large  hoards  since 
World  War  II.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 


HISTORY  OF  THE  COINAGE  OF  EPHESUS.  Barclay  Head.  1880.  Reprint  1979 
by  Obol  International.  Hardcover  $20.  Contents  vi , introduction  and 
text  85pp.  Alphabetical  List  of  The  Eponymous  Prytaneis  of  Ephesus 
with  dates.  5 Plates  (75  coins)  from  the  Numismatic  Chronicle,  Vol.

Ephesus , whose  temple  of  Diana  was  one  of  the  Seven  Wonders  of  the  anc- 
ient world,  was  very  wealthy  and  its  coins  have  been  plentiful,  from 
c.480  - the  time  of  Augustus  when  it  was  incorporated  into  the  Empire. 
Its  traditional  symbols,  the  bee  and  the  half  stag  were  quite  often 
seen  in  the  bazaars  when  I was  in  Turkey,  and  were  correspondingly  easy

to  identify.  So  also  were  the  proconsular  cistophori  of  which  5 are 
illustrated.  Many  more  coins,  sometimes  superb  specimens,  have  come

They  started  in  the  kingdom  of 
Pergamos  (modem  Turkey  Bergama)  during  the  second  century

to  light  in  recent  years.  Even  so  Head's  work  - a minor  classic  - is 
still  useful  for  anyone  interested  in  Asia  Minor. 

Head  stated  his  plan  in  the  introduction,  to  arrange  in  chronological 
order  the  series  of  Ephesus'  coinage  from  the  earliest  times  to  the 
Empire's  consolidation  under  Caesar  Augustus.  These  he  had  done  by 
dividing  the  coinage  into  12  periods.  He  emphasizes  the  interest  of 
the  coins  is  historical  (and  archaeological)  and  mythological  rather 
than  artistic.  Of  particular  interest  to  historians  are  the  names  of 
the  magistrates  which  appear  from  the  beginning  down  to  the  imperial 
period.  He  arranged  the  coins  in  the  British  Museum  collection  by 
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style,  however.  The  book  deals  with  the  coins  of  Ephesus  where  ever 
they  may  be  located  (Paris,  Berlin,  Vienna,  etc.  and  private  collections). 
The  plates  are  good.  Only  some  of  the  many  coins  listed  are  actually 
shown.  Metal,  weight,  legend  and  whereabouts  of  each  specimen  are 
given.  The  historical  account  which  carried  one  through  the  12  periods 
is  straightforward  and  readable.

This  book,  as  seen  by  the  title,  is  in  French  but  the  text  is  almost 
all  single  words,  e.g.  "voir",  that  is  "see"  so  that  anyone  can  use  the 
necessary  dictionary.  This  is  a reprint  by  Obol  and  has  an  English 
language  preface  and,  more  important,  the  directions  of  how  to  use  it, 
also  in  English  (4  pages).  The  text,  or  better,  list  of  inscriptions 
is  in  the  order  of  the  Greek  alphabet  A-fi  and  is  557  pages.  One  ap- 
pendix lists  the  cities  and  people,  i.e.  "Acanthus  - Macedonia (ns)", 
which  minted  coins  with  legends.  The  second  appendix  is  a list  of 
cities  with  legends  in  any  of  the  Semitic  languages  (Hebrew,  Phoenician, 
Punic  and  Aramaic);  the  second  part  of  this  lists  the  various  rulers. 
Then  there  are  two  tables.  The  first  shows  the  Italic  alphabets  (after 
Barclay  Head)  in  Etruscan,  Umbrian,  Oscan  and  archaic  (earliest  from) 
Latin.  The  second  table  does  the  same  for  the  Greek  alphabet,  together 
with  the  numerals  represented  by  certain  letters,  e.g.  K = 11,  B = 2. 


As  anyone  who  has  worked  with  ancient  coins  know,  frequently  only  part 
of  the  legend  is  present,  particularly  so  with  bronze  coins.  It  may  be 
due  to  the  use  of  an  abbreviation,  a poor  strike  (lettering)  or  to  wear. 
Monsieur  Icard  worked  out  a rather  complex,  yet  ingenious  system  for 
finding  out  what  the  full  (or  correct)  legend  should  be.  His  system 
can  apply  not  only  to  missing  letters  but  also  to  an  entire  word.  Below 
is  an  example  given  at  the  top  of  page  "C"  of  the  English  language 
explanation .

Naturally  to  use  the  dictionary  needs  practice  and  it  is  a good  idea  to 
take  some  legend  on  a coin  that  one  knows,  even  though  letters  are  miss- 
ing. With  use  it  soon  becomes  fairly  easy  and  a great  aid.  For  a be- 
ginner, first  learn  your  Greek  alphabet  and  ordering  of  the  letters;  it 
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is  different  from  English  so  that  for  some  the  start  "alpha,  beta"  is 
misleading,  i.e.  additional  sounds  and  letter  symbols.  This  is  a most 
useful  volume  for  any  one  working  on  Greek,  or  Romano-Greek  (Roman 
Colonials)  coins. 

The  above  is  only  an  introduction.  To  understand  the  arrangement  fully, 
it  is  necessary  to  study  the  explanation  in  FULL.  It  is  quite  ingenious 
and  must  have  been  a monumental  labor. 

Perhaps  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  not  ALL  coin  legends  will  be  found 
in  the  book.  Many  Greek  Colonial  coins  were  unknown  when  Icard  worked 
out  his  system.  In  fact,  since  the  study  of  the  Roman-Greek  Imperial 
bronze  coinage  is  a relatively  recent  matter,  new  types  have  come  to 
light  and  are  still  being  found.  However,  the  more  common  types  will 
be  found  in  the  book.

Folded  map  in  French  of  the  Greek 
Peloponnesus,  drawn  1913. 

This  is  a superb  book  and  so  are  the  accompanying  plates.  The  French 
is  straight  forward,  scholarly  but  readable.  The  actual  coins  them- 
selves are  described  in  detail  throughout  the  text,  since  they  are 
essentially  the  basis  of  his  historical  arguments.  The  weight  and 
whereabouts  of  each  type  (or  individual  coin)  considered  are  listed, 
as  well  as  works  and  plate  numbers,  etc.  in  which  each  specimen  is  to 
be  found,  often  several  specimens  of  each  one. 

The  first  part  appeared  originally  in  the  same  journal  in  1913  as 
"The  Numismatics  of  Paeonia  and  Macedonia  before  the  wars  with  the 
Medes"  (translated).  In  other  words,  it  is  the  archaic  coinage  up  to 
the  time  of  Alexander  I (the  Great),  the  symbols  of  Macedonia  and 
Thrace,  the  gold  and  silver  mines  of  that  area  of  the  world.  (The 
power  and  basis  of  the  work  of  Philip  II  of  Macedon  and  Alexander  I 
were  greatly  aided  by  the  gold  and  silver  mines  in  the  areas  they  con- 
trolled.) Svoronos  has  also  a good  deal  to  say  on  the  legends  and 
origins  of  coinage,  very  specifically  with  the  early  electrum  coinage 
(gold  and  silver  often  being  found  in  conj unction) . 

The  background  of  the  book  (Svoronos  being  a Greek)  is  the  Philhellemism 
of  the  early  20th  century  and  the  victory  of  the  Allies  (Great  Britain 
and  France)  in  1918  with  the  subsequent  occupation  of  a part  of  Asia 
Minor  (Turkey)  by  the  Greeks  under  Venizelos.  (It  is  worth  remember- 
ing that  the  question  of  an  independent  Macedonia  came  up  again  in 
1944/45,  at  the  time  of  the  Four  Freedoms.)  However,  this  political 
background  does  not  basically  alter  the  numismatic  approach  of  the 
author  to  his  subject.  Svoronos  constantly  quotes  the  work  of  other 
scholars  such  as  M.  Jameson,  M.  0.  Gardner  and  so  on;  he  was  also 
familiar  with  the  great  national  collections  of  Europe. 
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It  is  important  to  remember  that  even  in  the  time  of  Alexander  the 
mainland  Greeks  considered  the  Macedonians  to  be  barbarians;  the 
Thracians  (there  were  Greek  colonies  in  Thrace)  even  more  so.  It  is 
also  difficult  to  realize  just  how  many  small  cities,  states  and  peoples 
there  were  in  the  area,  each  issuing  it  own  coinage  at  one  time  or 
another.  Names  like  Derrones,  Eion,  Olynthus  and  many  others  will  be 
unknown  to  any  but  the  classical  scholar  (or  to  those  of  us  educated 
still  in  that  tradition  50  years  and  more  ago!)  or  to  the  collector 
of  archaic  and  classical  Greek  coinage.  That  being  so  the  French 
forms  of  the  names  of  these  various  peoples  and  cities  may  give  some 
difficulty  to  anyone  with  neither  background.  However,  all  the  names 
appear  in  Greek  characters  as  well.  It  is  here  that  volume  II  of  the 
Fitzwilliam  McClean  Collection,  just  re-issued,  may  be  of  help.  Or, 
for  that  matter,  any  great  catalog  such  as  that  of  the  British  Museum. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  since  this  book  was  written  an  immense 
wealth  of  both  coins  and  information  has  come  to  light. 

Without  a knowledge  of  French  it  will  not  be  possible  to  understand 
the  text,  but  the  wealth  of  coins  illustrated  is  very  valuable  and 
with  a dictionary  the  catalog  details  of  each  coin  could  probably  be 
understood.

WORLD  COINS  AND  THEIR  VALUES , by  Richard  D.  Thompson.  1979.  Published 
by  Whitman  Coin  Products,  Department  M,  Western  Publishing  Co.,  Inc., 
1220  Mound  Ave . , Racine,  Wisconsin  53404.

The  first  edition  of  this  new  reference  was  released  in  mid- September 
1979.  Its  format  is  similar  to  CURRENT  COINS  OF  THE  WORLD , by  R.  S. 
Yeoman,  but  the  Yeoman  numbers  are  not  included. 

In  his  introductory  text  the  author  states  "This  is  an  introductory 
coin  book,  intended  as  an  outline  or  framework  for  organizing  type  coins 
of  the  world".  This  sums  up  the  usefulness  of  the  book  nicely. 

The  catalogue  lists  and  prices  all  circulating  currency  coins  of  some 
220  countries  by  type,  starting  around  1900  and  continuing  to  the  pre- 
sent. However,  listings  for  some  countries  go  back  to  the  early  part 
of  the  19th  century.  Gold  coins,  non-circulating  silver  coins,  special 
sets  and  issues  for  collectors,  tokens,  medals  and  patterns  are  not 
listed.  One  valuation  is  given  for  each  type  coin,  representing  the 
value  of  the  most  common  date  of  that  type  coin  in  average  circulated 
condition.  The  metal  is  indicated  for  each  type  coin.  Some  2000  photos 
illustrate  type  coins. 

An  index  of  countries  and  inscriptions  and/or  legends  on  coins  is  given 
at  the  end  of  the  book  and  is  a useful  aid  in  running  down  an  unknown 
coin . 

Countries  are  listed  alphabetically,  regardless  of  their  present  govern- 
ment affiliation.

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THE  ORIGIN  OF  WEIGHT.  J.  R.  McClean.  1979.  61pp,  paper  cover.  The 

booklet  is  actually  divided  into  three  parts:  The  True  Meaning  of  ^ 

on  the  Coinage  of  Magna  Graecia.  Metrological  Note  on  the  Coinage 
of  Populonia.  Origin  of  Weight.  Elements  of  Primaeval  Finance.  One 
figure  only. 

Basically  this  booklet  deals  with  the  backgrounds  of  value  in  Western 
cultures.  The  cattle  values,  with  which  it  starts,  may  well  have 
carried  over  from  the  Aryan-Vedic  sources  in  India.  There  is  no  at- 
tempt to  discuss  the  other  standards  in  Chinese  or  Indian  cultures, 
as  seed  and  shells  of  South  India. 

This  is  a scientific  textbook  for  the  scholar,  rather  than  the  coin 
collector.  But  it  should  be  of  interest  to  classical  collectors  who 
are  concerned  with  the  backgrounds  of  the  pieces  they  collect.  There 
are  several  printing  errors. 

There  is  no  indication  from  where  this  is  reprinted,  nor  of  its  origin- 
al date,  presumably  this  was  the  beginning  of  this  century.  The  first 
two  essays  are  based  on  Roman  and  Greek  coinage,  harking  back  to  Minoan 
times.  The  finance  section  deals  with  the  agricultural  base  of  wealth, 
cattle,  in  ancient  (Homeric)  Greece.  This  is  traced  to  the  changes  into 
metals  for  easier  methods  of  exchange.  The  origins  of  weight  draws  en- 
tirely on  the  records  of  ancient  Egypt  and  this  is  so  for  early  finance.

CHARLTON’S  STANDARD  CATALOGUE  OF  CANADIAN  COINS  (1980  Winter  Edition ) , 

by  J.  E.  Charlton.  128pp,  illus.  Soft  Cover.  Published  by  Charlton 
International  Publishing,  Inc.,  299  Queen  Street  West,  Toronto,  Ontario, 
Canada,  M5V  1Z9.  $2.75  plus  .50c  for  postage  and  handling. 

This  29th  edition  of  this  standard  reference  was  released  in  mid-Sep- 
tember 1979. 

There  are  a number  of  price  increases,  especially  in  the  EF-40,  AU-50 
and  MS-60  grades  and  even  a few  moderate  hikes  in  the  F-12  and  VF-20 
grades.  A few  new  illustrations  have  been  added  to  the  29th  edition. 

The  catalogue  lists  and  evaluates  all  coins  issued  by  Canada,  Newfound- 
land, New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island  from  1858  to 
the  present.  Mintage  figures  are  given  and  the  major  die  varieties 
are  listed,  illustrated  and  valued.  Valuations  are  given  in  up  to  7 
conditions  according  to  the  official  grading  system  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  from  G-4  through  MS-60.  For  each  type  coin 
there  is  a clear  photograph  of  both  sides,  a complete  description  of 
what  appears  on  both  sides  of  the  coin,  the  name  of  the  engraver,  the 
diameter,  weight,  composition,  edge  type  and  a brief  phrase  to  define 
the  characterists  of  each  of  the  various  grades  for  which  valuations 
are  given. 

Separate  sections  list  and  evaluate  mint  sets,  proof-like  mint  sets  and 
dollars,  and  specimen  sets. 
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An  introductory  text  covers  mints  and  mint  marks  and  lists  the  engrav- 
er's initials  appearing  on  Canadian  coins.  An  excellent  illustrated 
grading  section  is  also  included  with  photos  showing  each  possible 
grade,  according  to  the  ANA  grading  system,  of  50c  pieces  for  each 
of  the  monarchs  from  Queen  Victoria  through  Queen  Elizabeth  II,  thus 
defining  the  various  grades  pictorially  and  verbally. 

The  book  ends  with  an  illustrated  listing  of  patterns,  trial  pieces 
and  official  concoctions  and  also  a 2 page  listing  of  numismatic  terms 

Instead  of  being  published  annually,  this  catalogue  is  now  published 
bi-annually  with  a Winter  and  Summer  edition.  The  previous  edition 
(28th)  was  published  last  March. 

Catalogues  on  trade  dollars,  tokens  and  medals  and  banknotes  of 
Canada  are  in  preparation  and  are  expected  to  be  published  in  the  near 
future .

Circumstances  have  caused  this  volume,  dedicated  to  the  great  Indian 
scholar,  the  late  C.  R.  Singhal,  to  be  late  (1979).  There  are  38 
articles  and  miscellanea.  Being  India,  it  covers  an  enormous  area  of 
place  and  time.  Basically,  it  is  a volume  for  the  Indian  specialist, 
since  the  majority  deals  with  a special  subject  or  coin.  Classical 
scholars  might  well  enjoy  the  article  titled  "The  So-called  Joint  Coins 
of  the  Indo-Greeks".  Of  more  general  interest  is  Upendra  Thakur's 
"Sources  of  Gold  for  the  Early  Gold  Coins  of  India". 

Those  collectors  who  work  with  punchmark  coins  would  find  very  useful 
the  article  "The  Srlvastava  Symbol  on  Early  Indian  Coins".  This  is 
best  explained  by  showing  the  various  forms  of  the  symbol  as  illustrat 
ed  in  the  text.

India  is  the  country  of  "Symbolism"  par  excellence.  Many  symbols  have 
had  a continuous  use  through  the  entire  history  of  Indian  coinage. 

The  Srivasta  symbol  has  always  been  regarded  as  a very  suspicious  one, 
hence  it  use  by  Jains,  Buddhists  and  Brahmanism  alike.  As  a result 
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it  is  found  everywhere  from  necklaces  to  architecture.  Of  equal  inter- 
est is  C.  S.  Upasak's  article  on  "Some  Buddhist  Symbols  on  Punch- 
Marked  Coins"  which  is  illustrated  by  five  plates.  I give  below  some 
of  the  symbols  to  which  reference  is  made.

BYZANTINE  COIN  NOTES 

by  I.  C.  G.  Campbell , Weeping  Water,  Nebraska,  NI  HLM12 


Although  not  a coin  of  beauty,  rarity,  or  value,  this  is  a coin  for 
which  to  watch  when  going  through  Byzantine  bronze  of  this  period  - 
sometimes  even  in  a dealer's  junk  pile!  It  is  one  of  the  commoner 
so-called  "Anonymous  Folles"  of  the  Byzantine  Emperor  Nicephorus  III 
(802-809  AD).  The  coin  itself  is  worn  (it  may  have  been  artificially 
made  "smoother"  or  more  worn)  but  the  small  Kupic  countermark  is  very 
clear.  In  the  long  struggles  between  the  Byzantine  Empire  and  its 
Islamic  invaders,  vast  quantities  of  these  coins  (which  were  minted 
very  extensively  in  the  first  place,  so  that  they  are  the  commonest 
of  all  Byzantine  coins)  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  invaders.  Whether 
because  of  the  extremely  unsettled  conditions,  or  because  it  was  not 
possible  to  establish  a mint,  or  to  have  a coinage  with  which  the 
captive  population  was  accustomed,  it  is  hard  to  say.  Being  interest- 
ed in  this  period  and  coinage,  I once  bought  a lot  of  2 or  3 hundred 
for  the  Nebraska  State  Museum,  at  a very  nominal  sura.  In  sorting  out 
the  coins  I found  more  than  30  of  these  with  countermarks.  Quite  a 
number  of  the  coins  had  been  defaced  prior  to  the  countermark.  As 
far  as  I know,  there  is  no  authoritative  work  on  them,  as  yet.  Dr. 
Miles  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society  began  some  work  30-40  years 
ago,  and  I sent  him  the  Museum  ones.  However,  his  health  was  already 
failing  and  he  returned  them  not  too  long  before  his  death.  The 
coins  are  fairly  common  in  S.E.  Turkey  (which  was  from  whence  came 
the  coins  I had  acquired).  It  is  well  to  watch  out  for  them. 

Nicephorus  himself  was  supposed  to  have  been  of  Arab  descent.  He 
deposed  the  Empress  Irene  in  802,  but  later  was  himself  defeated  by 
one  of  his  generals  Bardanes. 
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
